“CHARLIE” GATES | 
DROPS DEAD FROM 
HEART TROUBLE 


Son of John W. Succumbs Near 
Cody, Wyo., as He Was About 
to Board Train for East. 


AILING FOR SEVERAL DAYS 


Young Financier Had Just Completed 
Record Breaking Hunting 
Trip in Mountains. 


IN SPOTLIGHT SINCE FATHER DIED

Cody, Wyo., Oct 28.—[Special.]—Charies 
G. Gates, son of the late John W. Gates, 
died suddenly this afternoon in the Burling- 
ton depot, a mile from this place. Death 
was caused by heart failure. 

Gates and his companions had gone to the 
depot to take a train for New York after 
thirty-three days spent in the big game 
country. Other members of the party are 
A. Morror, G. Irving, Dr. Mothersell, Dr. 
Williamson, and a Mr. Heisler. 

The hunt on which Gates and his party 
went ended eight days ago, since which time 
they have been at a rustic lodge maintained 


by Frost and Richards on the road to Yellow- 
stone park, or in town. 


Physicians’ Efforts in Vain. 

Today at noon the party with servants 
and baggage were taken acrose the Shoshone 
river to the Burlington station. Gates, who 
had not been feeling well for some days com- 
plained frequently during the trip. On ar- 
rival at the depot he was suddenly gripped 
by a convulsion. The physicians of the party 
resorted to every measure at hand to relieve 
him, but he died within a few minutes. 

Mr. Gates died while his special car was 
being coupled to a Buriingtontrain. Thecar 
was detached and will later carry the body 
east. The body now lies ina local hotel. 

The companions of the millionaire are 
etunned by his death and have not yet» for- 
mulated plans, but it is probaBle they will 
leave tomorrow. 


Party Has Record Killing. 

The Gates outfit was the iargest that ever 
went into the big game country east of the 
Yellowstone park from this place. Fifty- 
five horses were used to carry the camp 
equipage and party and ten guides and camp 
helpers were employed. 

Twenty-five days were spent in the moun- 
tains about Thoroughfare creek. Gates and 
his companions killed ten bull elk, five deer, 
a grissiy bear, and much other game. Twen- 
ty horses were required to bring out the 
meat and heads secured by the hunters. 

No other killing of equal magnitude ever 
was made in this section, the bag secured by 
the Prince of Monaco’s party recently being 
smal! tn comparison. 


Loath to Leave Wilds. 

Gates was charmed with the Wyoming 
mountains and was loath to return to civ- 
ilization. He and his companions lingered 
at the lodge after the hunt was over, living 
in a fashion which caused the simple inhabi- 
tante of that section to marvel. 

For several days before the start for home 
Gates’ health was not good. Last night there 
was a change for the worse and complica- 
tions caused apprehension. Then it was that 
his physicians decided to start for the east 
His heart was sluggish and refused to re- 
spond to treatment. 

Gates, who did not realize the seriousness 
of hia condition, before he left the depot, 
epoke enthusiastically of his enjoyment of 
his Wyoming outing and said that he cer- 
tainly would be on hand next fall for another 
hunt. 

“This is the greatest big game country on 
the globe,’ he said, ‘““and henceforth it will 
be my happy hunting ground. I'l be back a 
year from now.” 


Helped Pay Church Debts. 

Mr. Gates had made many friends here and 
a few days before his death he ascertained 
the indebtedness of the various churches of 
Cody. In some instances he wiped out the 
indebtedness and in othefs he made substan- 
tial contributions. 

He purchased clothing for the poor of the 
city and in other ways aided them. 

In addition to relieving the poor, Mr. Gates 
showed his generosity by spending more than 
$7,000 buying fur coats for friends. He gave 
his chauffeur $1,000 and presented Ned Frost, 
hia guide on the trip, with $10,000 in cur- 
rency. 

A few hours before his death Mr. Gates said 
he had just made a big turn on the Chicago 
board of trade and that he expected to spend 
$70,000 before leaving Cody. 

Coroner Howe ton ght stated that he did 
not consider an inquest over the body of 
Gates necessary unless there should be sub- 
sequent developments justifying such an in- 
quiry. 


Funeral in New York. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 28.—Mr. and Mra. 
F. P. Hopwood, parents of Mra. Gates, left 
for New York tonight. Mr. Hopwood said 
that after a conversation over the long dis- 
rtance telephone with Mrs. John W. Gates 
it was arranged that the funeral be held in 
New York. 


CHARLES GATES’ SUCCESSES. 

“A high tension life speeder with a big, 

generous heart.” 
This was the eulogy paid iast night to 
Charlies G. Gates by a Chicagoan who was 
intimately associated with the millionaire 
in both his business and private life. 

Gates, then less than 80 years old, was 
possessed of a business shrewdness that 
marked him as a marvel in his operations on 
Wall street.

pean Powers. 


DIAZ GOES ON U. 8. SHIP. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 28.—[Special }— 
President Wilson has pledged the United 
States government to make a definite state- 
ment of policy with regard to Mexioo. 

At the request of the United States three 
European governments have agreed to defer 
aus action in Mexico until they have listened 
to what President Wilson has to say. The 
Mexican situation has thus passed out of the 
‘* family affair "’ stage and is now a question 
between the United Siates and the nations of 
Europe. 

It was disclosed at the state department 
today that France, Great Britain, and Ger- 
many have consented to take no action with 
reepect to Mexico and the protection of their 
interests in the country until they have re- 
ceived a statement of policy from President 
Wilson. It is understood that all the prin- 
cipal European governments received the re- 
quest from the United States to defer action, 
and the reply of the three powers named as- 
sures that the others will acquiesce. 


DIAZ ON U. 5. WARSHIP. 

Vera Crus, Oct. 28.—Mexico, as represented 
by federal authorities here, is chuckling 
over the Diaz inciderit; Diaz is resting con- 
tentedly aboard the American warship Lou- 
isiana; and Read Admiral Fietcher is won- 
dering just what disposition Washington will 
ask him to make of his self-invited guest. 

This was the net situation at the close 
of Gen. Felix Diaz's first day as a refugee. 
Ashore the arrest of two or three persons 


1 of lesser importance served to sustain in- 


terest, but there is one feature which is 
not generally known, and that ig that the 
German consulate has become an asylum for 
a follower of Diaz. Rafael Alcolea, a 
brother-in-law of Diaz, alarmed for his own 
safety, sought refuge with Consul Gerts. 
The Mexican authorities apparently are ig- 
norant of his presence there. 

Friends of Alcolea expect to get him out 
of the country at the first opportunity and 
the possibility is that he will become a ref- 
ugee on a warship. If so it js probable that 
the Hertha, the German cruiser, will be 
chosen. No order has been made for his 


arrest. 
Relief for All Concerned. 

Gen. Diaz and his fellow fugitives displayed 
marked signs of relief when they reached the 
warship, but not greater than did the authori- 
ties ashore, whose attitude is that Diaz has 
relieved them of an embarrassing position. 
They insist that they have no orders to pro- 
test, and express the belief that Gen. Huerta 
is highly pleased that Gen. Dias has chosen 
to eliminate himself in such @ manner. 

Gen. Diaz said he had no plans except to 
avoid being set ashore in Mexico. It was 
probable, he said, that. he would establish a 
residence in Burope in the end, although he 
thought he might spend some time in Havana. 
On his own testimony he would not be wel- 
come in the camps of the rebels. 

Diaz escaped from the hotel, which was 
surrounded by detectives, by going over the 
roofs to the American consulate. Thence he 
made a dash through the streets to a launch 
which took him to the American fleet. —

New York, Oct. 28—-The railroads are los- 
ing hundreds of thousands of dollars an- 
pually ae the result of an alleged practice 
by New York merchants of shipping mer- 
chandise under a false freight rate ciassi- 
fication in violation of the interstate com- 
merce laws. This was asserted by the fed- 
eral authorities today when in the United 
States District court the firm of Henry A. 
Dix & Sons pleaded guilty of the practice 
and was fined $600 


MINE GUARD SLAIN 
IN STRIKERS’ WAR 


Six Other Persons Injured 
During Trio of Battles 
in Colorado. 


RUSH TROOPS TO DISTRICT 


Berwind, Colo., Oct. 28.—Three battles, the 
hottest fought since the strike of coal miners 
in southern Colorado began, making the first 
day of martial law in this district. 

One mine guard killed, four union men 
wounded, two badly, two children of non- 
union men shot, one mine guard missing, and 
a county marshal wounded, were the casual- 
ties of the three fights, one here, one at Ta- 
basco, and the other at Hastings. 

It was in Hastings that the most serious 
fighting took place and it was there that the 
mine guard was killed and the strikers 
wounded. Not more than twenty-five guards 
were defending Hastings when the miners at- 
tacked them, and for almost an hour the bat- 
tle waged. Then the strikers, who num- 
bered, it is said, approximately 800 men, suc- 
ceeded in driving them slowly back to the 
mine and shelter. 


Two Battles at Tabasco. 

At Tabasco the two children were the only 
injured, though it is from this fight that the 
one guard is reported missing. About one 
hundred miners engaged an equal number 
of mine guards who finally reached the top 
of an embankment and began to operate 
their machine gun. 

Guards from the adjoining camp, Berwind, 
hurried to the ald of their fellows at Tabasco 
and the strikers deployed along the hill after 
firing from the machine gun began until 
reaching a place over this camp. There the 
second battle was staged and continued until 
9 o'clock. 

Late this afternoon a force of militiamen 
reached the three camps in this territory, 
and, by virtue of martial government, closed 
every saloon in the three camps. 

No attempt was made to disarm the guards, 
who tonight are using the utmost vigilance 
to protect the camps against repetition of thie 
morning's fight. 


Awaits Word of Troops’ Arrival. 

Denver, Colo., Oct. 28.—Word of the ar- 
rival of state troops in the southern Colo- 
rado coal fields was eagerly awaited tonight 
by Gov. Ammons. His final instructions to 
Adjt. Gen. John Chase were to “take no 
chances."’ It was generally believed at the 
statehouse that Gen. Chase has decided to 
hold the Second regiment companies from 
southern Colorado towns at some point out- 
side Trinidad until he could join them with 
the First regiment companies from Denver. 


BLANKET OF SNOW COVERS 
HALF OF KANSAS AND MISSOURI. 


Kansas City Gets Near-Blizzard—Tem- 
perature Is 10 Degrees Below Freez- 
ing—Many Trains Late. 


Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 28—Snow covers 
central and northern Kansas and western 
Missouri tonight. The temperature is ten 
degrees below freezing. Various places re- 
ported from two to five inches of snow during 
the day.

The state board of health has been asked 
by Gov Dunne to make a statement concern- 
ing the legal status of quack doctors, whose 
impositions upon the sick and the ignorant 
poor of Chicago have been exposed in Tus 
TRIBUNE.

I suggest you give the names of unlicensed 
physicians to Charles Alling, attorney for the 
state board of health, also the names of those 
who advertise to cure incurable diseases, and 
they will be promptly arrested. 

“I suggest that fou continue te urge thd 
press to refuse advertisements from physiw 
cians, urge the prosecution of physicians whg 
obtain money under false pretenses, and gi 
the names of abortionists to the state board 
health. Their licenses will be revoked.” 

Revoke Licenses, Dr. Wessel Saya, 

Dr. P. H. Wessel of Moline, also a membeg 
of the state board, wired Tum TRIBUNE as 
follows: 

* Quack doctors, such as THE TRIBUNE em 
poses in Chicago, are doing a thriving busi- 
ness in every state. The only remedy seems 
to be the revocation of their licenses. The 
Illinois board of health is only too anxious 
to proceed, but before a license can be re- 
voked the offender has to be prosecuted and 
convicted of dishonorable or unprofessional 
conduct. 

“ With so many loopholes in the law and 
the unwillingness of siate’s attorneys te 
prosecute, it is a difficult task to rid the state 
of these glib impostors, especially where peo- 
ple want to be humbugged.

I naturally believe what 
my patients tell me. 

“Now if I were one of these fakes who 
advertise cures for everything,”’ he contia- 
ued, “I would have been or the watch for 
such tricks, don’t you know. I would prob- 
ably have told him that nothing was wrong 
with him if I had been one of those fellows. 

“ But I will talk to any one. I am not nat- 
wrally suspicious. I don’t believe in thinking 
everybody is mean.

Only recently Mr. Hammerling at a banquet 
here in Chicago expressed himself against 
taking in the advertisements of such ‘ spe- 
cialists.’ 

‘I feel confident that as soon as THE TRIB- 
UME articles reach him he will immediately 
call the matter to the attention of the pro- 
prietors of every one of the 600 papers that 
are members of the association. These have 
around 7,000,000 readers. 

“TI am communicating with Mr. Lambros 
and Mr. Boberg with regard to the action to 
be taken by us here, since Chicago is the cen- 
ter of the exposé. On my own responsibility, 
as one of the directors of the association, I 
have written to President Hammerling this 
morning stating that in my opinion THE TRiB- 
UNDP's disclosures offer us the best oppor- 
tunity to make the campaign against quacks 
nation wide. 


In Twenty-nine Languages. 

“T will request the association to print a 
summary of THE TRIBUNE charges against 
the quacks in the twenty-nine different 
languages of our membership, if this is the 
only way in which the editors and publishers 
can be acquainted with the facts. Once the 
foreign editors are familiarized with the real 
nature of the quack doctors, they will cease to 
print their advertisements. 

“ As far as our own paper, Svornost, is con- 
cerned, we threw out all such advertisements 
nearly five years ago. We have done this 
because of specific cases that have come to 
our attention. I know of several instances 
where the victims of these quacks have com- 
mitted suicide. They have been drugged by 
these doctors and terrified by them until the 
men lost all hope of obtaining a cure and in 
despair ended their lives. Another Bohemian 
newspaper, the Narod, does not accept a line 
of such advertising. The same is true of the 
Greek Star. 

“ Foreign language editors have all along 
felt that there was something wrong with 
these quacks. It is not often, however, that 
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ing to come out in the open and even admit 
they have been swindled out of health and 
cash, far less accuse these doctors openly. 
We needed some one agency to expose the 
practices of these men 80 that they will stand 
out in their true light, and there will be no 
shadow of a doubt as to their real character. 

“Tue TRIBUNE has done us this great 
service. As soon as the editors of the 600 
papers affiliated with our organization are 
acquainted with the facts, not only will the 
advertisements of these quacks be thrown 
out but a campaign will be started against 
them editorially. The foreign papers are here 
to help the immigrant and to protect him 
from fraud and imposition.” 


Blames the American Press. 

M. P. Ginzburg, publisher of the Daily Jew- 
ish Courier, said that his paper is printing 
the advertisement of only one of the quacks 
mentioned in THE TRIBUNE. He laid the re- 
sponsibility for printing the advertisement 
entirely upon the American press. The for- 
eign language publisher scans the columns of 
the English language papers, he said. His 
business ethics are determined by their busi- 
ness ethics. 

‘* However,” Mr. Ginzburg said, “ whether 
or not the English press continues to print 
the advertisements of these quacks, we will 
make an investigation of THE TRIBUNE 8S 
charges and as soon as we find that adver- 
tisers are fleecing the poor and ignorant out 
will come their ads. We are here to protect 
and help the immigrant and not to make a 
victim of him."’ ee 

The same stand was taken by the publisher 
‘of the Jewish Record, a family weekly. Abra- 
ham Liebling, publisher of the Jewish Daily 


Press, said that his paper ceased printing the 
advertisements of quack doctors several 
months ago when the real nature of the es- 
tablishments accidentally became known to 
him. 


EXPECT OCTOBER GRAND JURY 
TO SUGGEST ABORTION LAW. 


Today’s Report Probably Will Recom- 
mend That Physicians Report All Il- 
legal Operations They Learn Of. 


The October grand jury, which makes its 
final report today, is expected to recommend 
a law which will make it obligatory for a phy- 
sician to report to the police at once any case 
of an illegal operation which comes to his 
notice. 

** The need of such legislation,”’ said Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney Michael Sullivan, whois 
in charge of the jury, “ has long been felt. 
It was brought to the attention of the jury by 
several cases this month. In most cases of 
abortion the evidence is destroyed when the 
woman dies. The physician that treats an 
abortion case caused by another doctor ora 
midwife should render an immediate report to 
the police, so that the guilty persons may be 
brought to justice. The law should carry 
with it a severe penalty for failure to com- 
ply with its provisions. 

‘“‘In all probability the jury will pass such 
a recommendation, asking that the state's 
attorney draw up a bill which can be sub- 
mitted to the legislature. A strong law of this 
kind will do much to prevent the all too fre- 
quent occurrence of illegal operations.”’

house of Gates made “ killings "’ which had 
been seldam if ever approached in the history 
of the street. 

It was the intuition and foresight of young 
Gates that resulted in the floating of Texas 
oll, with Its resultant financial success. Last 
of all, it was the far seeing business acumen 
of the young financier that pointed out the 
panic of 1907, and enabled the Gates firm to 
withdraw at the proper time with millions. 


Father Was Partner of Son. 

John W. Gates was one of the principal 
partners in the firm of Charles G. Gates & 
Co., Which made its debut March 1, 1904, and 
was dissolved in June, 1907, at which time 
Gates and his father temporarily retired from 
Wall street, although it was not until a year 
later that young Gates sold his seat on the 
stock exchange for $53,000, the lowest price 
quoted in twelve years. 

Charles W. Gates was elected to member- 
ship in the New York stock exchange on 
March 1, 1901, and began to do big business 
with the firm of Harris, Gates & Co. 

The first of the series of sensations for 
which the young financier was noted occurred 
in 1908, when he bought a seat on the cotton 
exchange and helped William P. Born and 
Sully bull the cotton market. It was this 
piece of work that forced the financial werld 
to take the younger Gates seriously. 


Firm’s Profits Great. 

In the fall of 1906 the firm’s profits were 
being estimated as greater than those of 
any other commission firm on the street. The 
company’s loans were commonly estimated 
in excess of 880,400,000. The younger Gates 
saw the approach of trouble in the specula- 
tive world. He decided it was time to quit. 

On the day after Christmas that year 
young Gates with a close business associate 
left by special train for Mexico. Before 
going he left orders that he wanted to find 
the house “in order ” upon hie return tn the 
spring. Without the knowledge of the street 
the firm of Charles G. Gates & Co. began 
drawing in. 

While the financial clouds were growing 
more portentous in the beginning. of the year 
of 1907 the Gates private car.was stopping 
in.odd. places in Mexige and.the southwest. 
Returning to the eaSt Gates saw the rapidly 
tightening condition of affairs. 

‘Clean-up, Clean-up, clean-up” was the 
message he wired from Washington to his 
business partners. 

I’pon his arrival in New. York the elder

was found that the fears of the elder financier 
were groundless, for by this time the firm had 
closed in without the knowledge of the street.

Was Rorn at West Chicago. 

Young Gates was born at Turner Junction, 
now West Chicago, Ill., on May.2i, 1876. 
When he was 17 years old he began his com- 
mercial career as a bill clerk in the Con- 
solidated Steel and Wire company. He re- 
mained there two years and was made secre 
tary to William Edenborn, then president 
of the company. . 

He learned the details of management and 
when he was 21 years old was made junior 
member of the stock and grain brokerage 
firm of Baldwin, Gurney & Co., which dis- 
solved on July 1, 1899. 

After traveling’ abroad for some time he 
was made secretary and treasurer of the 


. railroad, the Omaha and St. 
Omaha, Kansas City and Eastern, and the 


Davenport, Rock Island and Northwestern 
Louis, the 


Kansas City and Northern, connecting lines. 

He had extensive interests with his father 
fm Port Arthur, Tex., where he was at one 
time president of an electric light and power 
company, and director in numerous banking 
concerns. 

In 1900 he married Mary W. Martin of 
St. Louls, a childhood chum, from whom he 


was divorced in August, 191%. In September 
of that year he married Florence Hopwood. | 


daughter of Frank Hopwood of Minneapolis, 
Minn. The marriage was performed in Union- 
town, Pa. There were no children by either 
marriage, 

The first Mrs. Gates remarried in New York 
to J. Romeo Migilitta. She died last Septem- 
ber after the birth of her first child. 


Building $1,000,000 Residence. 

After his marriage to Miss Hopwood Gates 
traveled abroad and returned to Minneapolis, 
where he laid plans for the erection of a 
$1,000,000 home on Lake of the Isles boule- 
vard. The house is now in the process of con- 
struction. Mrs. Gates is in New York. at the 
Plaza hotel, with her husband's mother. 

* The speed of life got him,’’ was the com- 
ment made last night by Intimate associates 
of the dead millionaire. He is remembered 
as a “ big, jovial boy—happy, pleasant, kind 
and generous to a fault.” 

He lived as he traveled’ Whether by mo- 
tor or yacht high speed was always the order. 
His speed records with special trains are un- 
approached in railroad annals. His reputa- 
tion for big tips is an ideal in the hearts of 
all bellboys and waiters. 


Young Gates No Gambler. 

He was not a gambler, say men who knew 
him personally. 

“ Gates could get as much fun out of a $10 
bet as he wanted,” they say. 

Cards did not appeal to him, move than as 
a passing amusement. Horse races he liked 
occasionally for the exhibition of speed. 

[n sport his interest was ever with the under 
dog. Witha riffehe was no mean shot. Once 
at Palm @each he scored down the elder 
Gates in a pigeon shoot. John W. Gates at 
one time in his career entered an interna- 
tional shoot at Biarritz. France, and won it 
without preparation. He considered it one 
of his greatest achievements. 


Prodigal with Special Trains. 

The prodigality of Charles Gates with spe- 
cial trains was a byword. In February, 1911, 
he made a sensational trip from Yuma, Ariz., 
to New. York in a special train. The trip of 
8.000 miles Was Made in 74:19. On one of the 
numerous occasions when he.was arrest ‘<1 
for automobile speeding he laughed ina New 
York police court and was held in $300 bail 
for trial.

She opened the méeting by announcing she 
had received a threatening letter because 
of her activity in the interests of local self- 
government and personal liberty in Illinois. 

Mrs. Agna Felice, president of the Liberty 
league in the Twenty-third ward, told of 
her success in organizing the foreign born 
women for the ballot in the interests of per- 
sonal liberty. Mrs: Hulda B. Fox, president 
of the Twenty-fifth Ward. Liberty league, 
said more than 200 women who lived in Sher- 
idan ‘road had foined the “ fight for free- 
dom.”’ 

Ald. Henry Utpatel of the Fifteenth ward, 


said he had yet to hear of a girl in a saloon

Springs Letters as Surprise. 

Von Metzgen’s testimony was flatly contra- 
dictory of that given by various directors of 
Krupps, but he produced a series of substan- 
tiating letters which had passed between him 
and the firm.

1915. Prizes, which it is said will amount to 
above $100,000 (furnished by manufacturers), 
qill be awarded by states, Jistricts, and 
classes. This also according to the pros- 
pectus. 

Many Persons Make Complaint. 

The promoters of the enterprise have head- 
quarters in St. Louls. Numerous persons 
have complained that the literature has led 
them to believe it emanated from the fair 
managemen'. 

Tus TRIBUNE has a copy of a certificate 
mailed from St. Louis under date of Oct. 
6, on which is written over the name of Rich- 
ard M. Sayers, “director of ext-‘bits, the 
Temple of Childhood,”’ this phrase: 

“Done at San Francisco, Cal, this 6tb 
@ay of October, 1918."" The postmark was 
at. Louis. 

The project, which has already interested 
thousands of families and which promises a 
rich financial yield to the promoters, involves 
the selection of one “ official ’’ photographer 
fe each town and city.

RAID MAY CAUSE DISMISSAL

Two City Detectives to Face Trial Board

Two city detectives and a member of Prose- 
outing Attorney MclInerney’s staff found 
themselves in hot water yesterday as a result 
of thelr presence in the saloon of William 
Hayes, 1959 West Lake street, when it was 
raided early Sunday morning.

The Italians of the south have been tyran- 
nized and exploited by others. They can 
hardly do worse by themselves. It is better 
to misruie ourselves than to be misgoverned 
by others, for when we err the remedy is 
in our own hands. 
The suffrage will not bring the milien- 
ninm to Italy any more than it bas to Eng- 
land, or America, or France, or Mexico, or 


Guatemala. It will bring evils and errors 
of its own, but these are the growing pains 
of liberty, the price of progress, of seif- 
knowledge and self-control. A more grad- 
ual extension of the suffrage would seem 
to be a wiser course, the spread of educa- 
tion a more important measure of progress. 
But since the more conservative course has 
pot been chosen, democrats will stand by 
their guns, holding that even premature en-

NTERNATIONAL peace congresses at 

The Hague [it was so agreed upon at 

their first meeting there in iSv¥) were to 

take place at the capital of the Nether- 

lands every eight years. The second was 
held in 1907. The next one, it was decided, 
shoulé occur there the year after next, that 
is ‘to say, In 1915, in Andrew Carnegie’s new 
Palace of Peace. 

However, doubts have arisen as to whether 
it will not be indefinitely postponed. This 
is owing to the attitude of Great Britain. 

At the congress of 1007 the twenty-eight 
clauses of the convention relating to neutral- 
ity in naval warfare were referred for fur- 
ther consideration to a conference held in 
London two years later. 

This resulted in an International agree- 
ment. known as the declaration of London, 
which received the signature and approva) of 
the English delegates. The declaration, how- 
ever, necessitates a radical modification of 
a number of English statutes, especially of 
those laws dealing with prize courts. 

The result was that the declaration had 
‘o be ‘submitted to parilament at West- 
minster for ratification. 

The house of commons at the instance of 
the government voted in favor of the declara- 
‘lon. In spite of the strenuous opposition of 
the great chambers of commerce, of the big 
shipping interests of the United Kingdom. 
and, In fact. of the entire British empire. 

It was in deference to these protests that 
the house of lords by an overwhelming ma- 
jority declined to pass the declaration of 
London, and has persisted in that attitude 
ever since. It therefore remains a dead letter 
eo far as Great Britain is concerned. 

oe 

The maritime powers that took part In the 
declaration of London now declare that it 
would be entirely useless to asesmbie in In- 
ternational congress at The Hague as long 
as the Britigh parliament ¢eclines to ratify 
-ne declaration of London, which was the out- 
come of the last congress 

It is only fair to add in this matter the Eng- 
wh house of lords enjoys the support of 
sractically the greater portion of the British 
neople, who see in the provisions of the 
declaration of London a grave peril to British 
shipping interests, to the supplying of the 
t(inited Kingdom with foodstuffs tn time of 
war, and intolerable restrictions to the activ- 
tles of its maritime trade and to its naval 
operations in the event of hostilities. 

As there is but little prospect of any de- 
narture of Great Britain from this attitude 
and as the great maritime powers have !ntt- 
mated their intention of refusing to attend 
the peace congress of 19156, unless England 
vields in acordance with the terms of the 
declaration of London, it looks as if there 

would be mo peace congress the year after 
next.

claimed:

Lord Balfour of Burleigh, 
and others of equal] light and leading to the 
extent that they not only entered into busi- 
ness relations with him. but even put him up 
at their clubs, including the St. James, the 
Cocoanut, ete. 

It is only fair to these English dupes of 
his to explain that Silverberg, despite his 
record as an international crook and as an 
ex-convict of penitentiartes in the United 
States, in England, and on the continent of 
Europe, was able to submit to them creden- 
tials from the president and from the cabinet 
ministers of the republic of Chile, authorizing 
him to treat !n their name with Englieh finan- 
ciers for the construction of rallroads and 
other public works In that country, S!)ver: 
berg having been equally successful in dup- 
ing the leading statesmen of Chile 

Unfortunately for nim before the final 
deals were consummated in London he was ex- 
posed there, and the negotiations fel! 
through. [It speaks volumes for his clever- 
ness that, despite the publicity given on 
that occasion to his criminal antecedents. he 
should still have managed to continue his 
career of adventure and fraud in England

Of course, this Chile episode 4!4 not pre- 
cisely tend to improve the credit of the Latin 
republics of the western hemisphere tn Eu- 
rope nor to increase the somewhat battered 
prestige of their official representatives 
abroad. 

The frequent revolutions and changes of 
government, especially among the smaller 
republics, bring into their diplomatic service 
ail sorts of queer fishes, and, thanks to this 
Latin-American diplomacy has figured ex- 
tensively in card scandals In those clubs tn 
Europe which extend their hospitality to rep- 
resentatives of foreign countries. 

Indeed, the Hunt club at Rome and the 8t. 
James club at London have been particu- 
lariy unfortunate in their experiences with 
Latin-American diplomats in this respect. 

In one notable instance the Swiss govern- 
ment found that the envoy duly accredited to 
Berne as representative of one of the Centra! 
American republics had previously ‘* done 


time ’’ as a swindler ina European peniten- 
tlary.

Things such ae these are inevitable in the 
case of representatives of countries subject 
to continual changes of government threugh 
revolut.on and- where the posts of envoy and 
of secretary of legation are dletributed 
among the adherents of the victorious dic- 
tator without much regard to their ante- 
cedents. 

Still it is rather hard that such men should 
be allowed to style themselves members of 
the diplomatic corps, should havea right to 
the official immunities and socia! preroga- 
tives accorded to professional diplomats of 
reputable states, and should thus be ina posi- 
tion to bring the entire foreign representa- 
tives into popular disfavor. 

Silverberg’s operations have extended even 
to the orient and in India he got the better 
of the then viceroy, Lord Curzon, who fondly 
imagined that in entertaining this ex-con- 
vict with the utmost hospitality and distinc- 
tion both at Calcutta and at Simla he wes 
doing honor to J Coleman Drayton. 

Sir David Baird of Newgyth. in Hadding- 
tonshire, who has just succeeded through his 
father’s death to the baronetcy as weil as to 
the family estates in East Lothian, is. like 
all his immediate forbears, a soldier, having 
served in the Black Watch.

“ANDY” SMOKES TOO MUCH. 

Chicago, Oct. 22.—[To the Friend of the 
People.J—It ought to be worth the while 
of the smoke inspecting department of our 
beloved city to stand on Van Luren street 
bridge for a short time and closely watch 
the various boats plying the river. Par- 
ticular attention should be paid to the 
vessels owned by the city of Chicago. A 
small tug, “ Andy” is the worst offender; 
it passed the bridge at 9:45 a. m. today, 
guiding a floating shanty of the engineering 
department. The amount of smoke expelled 
during its passage carkened our office com- 
pletely for fully three minutes. If the 
city boats are permitted to break the law, 
what can one expect from others?

Four years ago ali parties responsible for the 
boats in the river claimed that it was impossibie 
for them to operate without smoke. After con- 
siderabie effort the department has been able to 
get several of the boats to burn Pocahontas coal, 
the use of Pocahontas coa! being more general dur- 
ing the summer of 1913 than ever before. Recently 
special observations were made on the river by the 
department which showed that the boats burning 
the ordinary soft coal were making about seven 
times as much smoke per boat as compared with 
the boats burning Pocahontas coal. In view of the 
dem nstration that has been made during the last 
summer by some of the boats the department has 
under consideration pians for enforcing the use of 
nothing but Pucahontas or hard cou! on the river. 

Referring to the tug Andy, this tug belongs to 
the Chicage Towing company, 800 South Water 
street, and not to the city of Ohicago, as M. Maier 
evidently believes. This tug le one of the boats 
that burn the ordinary soft coal. On Oct. 22, be- 
tween 9.53 and 10 a. m., one of my men reported 
the Andy for smoke while going noi.h in the river 
near Jackson boulevard, and the matier has been 
taken up with the owners,

City Electrician Directed by 
Committee to Cut Rates. 


$750,000 BELOW LAST YEAR. 


Reduction of $450,000 Below Present 
Prices Promised. 


City Electrician Palmer was directed yes- 
terday to prepare a schedule of electric light 
rates that would lower them $750,000 below 
the rates of 1912. This is said to promisea re- 


duction of at least $400,000 a year below the 
present rates. 


The council committee on gas, oil and elec- 
tric light took this action upon the motion 
of Ald. Charles E. Merriam, who contended 
the committee could not agree on the lower 
total of $636,000 proposed by Mr. Palmer. He 
said this would destroy the precedent of the 
committee in the gas case by recognizing the 
“going value” element stricken out by E.

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LAKE LINES CRY 
BILL IS UNFAIR 


La Follette Safety Measure 
Stirs Up Vessel Owners in 
Protest Meeting. 


PLEAD FOR EXEMPTION. 


Declare That Full Lifeboat Ca- 
pacity Is Not Necessary on 
Inland Waters. 


Owners and managers of the passenger and 
package freight steamship lines of the great 
lakes claim that the La Follette seamen's 
bill as it passed the senate on Thursday last 
practically is confiscatory oftheir business in 
its demands as to provisions for the safety of 
passengers and crews of vessels plying the 
great lakes. 

Lake vessel men declare these provisions 
were framed to protect life on ocean going 
vessels and that the requirements are unrea- 
sonable as applied to lake traffic. 

The La Follette bill requires that every 
lake steamer have lifeboat capacity for every 
passenger and member of the crew, and fur- 
ther that every ship carry enough able ses- 
men to man each lifeboat with two men. 

Under present regulations every steamer 
on the lakes carries life preservers for «4 
passenger list and crew of the maximum 
capacity of the ship, but has lifeboat and 
life raft capacity for only 30 per cent of a 
rnaximum crew and passenger list. ¢ 


Vesselmen Meet in Protest. 

The La Follette bill was considered by the 
Lake Michigan steamboat lines on Monday 
and in Cleveland tomorrow representatives of 

«the Association of Lake Passenger Steam- 
boat Lines will meet to formulate their pro- 
test to the house of representatives against 
the passage of the bill in its present form. 

Speaking for the lake lines a committee of 
steamship men said to Tue TRIBUNE last 
night: 

“ The provisions of the La Follette bill were 
intended for deep sea navigation and in the 
writing of the same it is apparent that orig- 
inally the author did not contemplate includ- 
ing the lake passenger steamers, as excur- 
sion boats, ferries, etc., in harbors, rivers and 
inland lakes, which are engaged in similar 
service to the lake boats are particularly ex- 
empted from the bill. 

“If the La Follette bill should become a 
‘aw it would mean the raising of freight rates 
and the ruin of the summer tourist and excur- 
sion traffic. Thousands of resorters who go 
each summer to the east shore of Lake Mich- 
igan, including those who make lake trips 
of every description, would be deprived of the 
extreme low rates which are now in effect on 
all passenger lines on the great lakes. Mil- 
lions of packages of perishable freight would 
never reach Chicago, the great central mar- 
ket, on account of the higher freight rates 
and the inability of the railroads to handle 
this traffic. 


‘No Need of a Harbor if—” 

“ The bill if it becomes a law will not only 
ruin the business of the lake lines, but 
will practically put out of business all ships 
in the Atlantic and Pacific coastwise trade. 
There will be no necessity of building the 
$5,000,000 outer harbor or municipal piers 
for which the citizens of Chicago voted, as 
there will be no use for these piers when 
completed. 

“On the ocean it requires days at a time 
to reach harbor and many hours pass with- 
out steamers sighting any other vessel. This 
rule does not hold on the lakes and the laws 
of the ocean therefore should not be man- 
datory on lake steamers where conditions 
are radically different. 

“The records of one association embracing 
practically all the passenger lines on the 
great lakes show that in 1912 there were 
carried in excess of 33,000,000 passengers 
without one loss of life. 

“We believe our boats are safe and we 
appeal to the public for their support in 
protesting to their respective congressmen 
against the passage of the La Follette sea- 
men's bill in ite present form, and ask that 
the great lakes be exempted, as were in- 
land lakes, rivers, and harbors, from its pro- 
visions.” : 

The vesselmen say that the life raft equip- 
ment of lake steamers has been increased re- 
cently by government order. They believe 
that life rafts are superior to life boats for 
lake service and assert their willingness to 
increase this class of equipment if such 
action be deemed advisable after an expert 
study of conditions.

N past Irving Park boulevard and into 
Avondale, where the names on the 

street signs make it evident that this is 
a Polish neighborhood. “ Ski” is the reg- 
ular terminal, while the trim brick flats 
and shop buildings and the well kept, well 
paved side streets leading off from the 
avenue declare that these people are well 
to do and enterprising. | 

Where Belmont avenue cuts diagonally 
across Milwaukee there is a big holding 
of vacant laud, said to be owned by a New 
York man, who is waiting to cash in the 
unearned increment built up by the pres: 
ence and the hard work,of all these busy 
immigrants. : 

Presently the car swings across the wide 
boulevard of Logan Square with its tall 
trees, long lines of shrubbery, and fine 
stretches of grass... Into the distance run 
the handsome houses and apartment build- 
ings. At the corner a big theater is guing 
up and behind is the terminal of the “ L” 
road. So far out along the old trail has 
come the track on stilts. 


_>- 


OWN about Armitage avenue the 
shop keepers have burst out into a 
glory of light. Thirty feet apart on eithe- 
side the street ornamental standards lift 
globes of fire and across the avenue are 
looped festoons of lights. One may imagine 
the glitter and excitement on Saturday 
nights, when Milwaukee avenue is ablaze 
for blocks and the polyglot populatiou 
throngs the sidewalks.

CATTERED along the streets are the 
offices of the small local dailies and 
weeklies, printed in English, in Polish, ané 
in Yiddish. Back a block or two from 
the avenue stand the tall towers of the 
churches, many of them impressive and 
splendid buildings, one serving the largest 
parish in the world. 
Running through the Jewish settlement, 
one comes into another Polish district, 
where live the newer immigrants. Here 
are a few factories, chiefly of clothing.

M’ADOO SEEKS LEGAL OPINION 
ON DEMOCRATIC CUT UP OF PIE. 


Asks Attorney General if Exemption 
of Deputy Revenue Collectors from 
Civil Service Is Lawful. 


Washington, D. C.,, Oct. 28.—[Special.})— 
The attorney general has been asked by the 
secretary of the treasury for an opinion as 
to the effect of the provision in the urgent 
deficiency bill, removing deputy collectors 
of internal revenue form the civil service 
on the provision of the Underwood tariff law, 
exempting collectors of the income tax from 
civil service, 

It appears that the Democratic spoilsmen, 
in attempting to créate some places for im- 
mediate consumption by Democrats, over- 
steped themselves when they removed the 
deputy collectors. 

The whole question hinges on the proposi- 
tion of forcing the income tax collectors to 
give bond. 

In order to create places that could be filled 
immediately by hungry Democrats, the ma- 
jority in congress provided in the tariff law 
that the ‘income tax collectors should be 
named by the commissioner of internal reve- 
nue, with the approval of the secretary of the 
treasury.

We have such a man in mind, 
We can show him where he will be assured a liberal 
salary. We will get him capable players. After 
that it’s up to him to give Chicago a good ball club, 
We think the 800,000 people giving on the north side 
will support a third league.’”’

“Tt le a spectacle for godz and men that a 
political boss can throw out of offlee the 
choice of the people for the governorship of a 
state. There is no freedom, no liberty, ina 
country where such conditions exist. The 
people know this. They are awake as never 
before. As surely az I stand here, the ‘ in- 
visible government’ which runs our affairs le 
on the eve of destruction. We are certain to 
have in New York the initiative, the ref- 
erendum, and the recall, direct primaries, and 
other effective instruments of good govern- 
ment.” 

I rose to go. Sulzer looked squarely into my 
eyes and remarked: 

“ Don’t forget that my impeachment is the 
best thing that ever happend to me. Itis the 
best thing for the country. As a matter of 
fact I would rather lose the governorship 
than lose my political identity and be a 
rubber stamp.”

Menominee Man Supposed to Have

Act Unless Catholics Stop Tangoing 
and Trotting. 


As the result of the Rev. Father P. J. O’Cal- 
laghan’s address at the Paulist hall last Fri- 
day, five Irish organizations met at night at

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come tax laws probably will be disappointed 
if they expect access to the income tax re- 
turns made by their individual citizens to 
the federal government. 

The tax officials of these states, however, 
will be allowed, in any event, to inspect the 
federal sworn statements of income returned 
by corporations, joint stock companies, asso- 
ciations, and insurance companies. 

It became known here today that the offi- 
cClals of Wisconsin and other income tax 
states are preparing to circumvent local tax 
dodging by comparing the returns made by 
citizens under the state income tax law with 
the returns made by the same individuals 
to the government. Whenever they found 
that a citizen had reported a larger income 
to the government than to the state they 
would demand additional state tax and the 
individual would be subject to prosecution for 
evasion. 

The information concerning stocks, bonds, 
and other personal property given the gov- 
ernment by individuals also would be valu- 
able to officials of these states in assessing 
local income taxes. 


Bars Inspection by States. 

It develops. however, that the state offi- 
clals are likely to be deprived of access to 
the returng individuals make to the govern- 
ment. The/iicome tax law provides: 

“ When’ the assessment shall be made as 
provided‘: in this section, the returns, together 
with any corrections thereof which may have 
been made by the commissioner, shall be filed 
in the office of the commissioner of internal 
revenue, and shal! constitute public records 

and be open to inspection as such; provided, 
that any and all such returns shall be epen 
to inspection only upon the order of the 
president, under rules: and regulations to 
be prescribed by the secretary of the treasury 
and approved by the president.” 

Under the terms of that phraseology it 
would be possible for the sident to give 
any person access to in val as well as 
corporation returns. 


May Learn Co n Tax. 


But there immediately follows the further 
proviso, inserted in the senate at the instance 


of Senator La Follette of Wisconsin: 


“ Provided further, That theproper officers 
of any state imposing a general income tax 
may, upon the request of the governor there- 
of, have access to said returns or to an ab- 
stract thereof, showing the name and income 
of each such corporation, joint stock com- 
pany, association, or insurance company, at 
such times and in such manner as the secre- 
tary of the treasury may prescribe.” 

When the treasury department officials 
frame the regulations covering this provision 
they will decide whether the officials of in- 
come tax states shall be given access to the 
returns of individuals as well as of corpora- 
tions. 

The present prevailing opinion in the treas- 
ury department is that the intent of the law 
is to limit this privilege to the inspection 
of corporation returns because the La Fol- 
lette proviso fails to specify individual re- 
turns. If the regulations should extend the 
privilege to personal returns it is expected 
that an injunction suit brought by individ- 
uals would be the result. 


Half Loaf for La Follette. 

The bill as passed by the house and re- 
ported by the senate finance committee con- 
tained no provision giving the officials of 
income tax states access to any returns. 

When Senator La Follette offered his 
amendment it was immediately accepted by 
Senator Williams, who observed that giving 
these states access to the returns of individ- 
vals would “involve too much expense.” 
Senator La Follette said that the provision 
was desired by the Wisconsin tax officials 
who wanted also access to the individual re- 
turns. But the Democratic majority opposed 


lette indicated that he was compelled to ac- 
cept the half loaf involving corporation re- 
turns only. 


Old Law More Flexible. 

Under the old corporation tax law regula- 
tions the secretary of the treasury was au- 
thorized to disclose the returns to state offi- 
cials. Secretary MacVeagh, however, refused 
such requests made by Illinois taxing bodies. 
He took the position that the government 
should not constitute itself a bureau of in- 
formation which local tax officials ought to 
obtain independently. 

Treasury officials say that the plain intent 
of the law is to give state officials access 
to corporation tax returns solely in connec- 
tion with the administration of local income 
tax laws. According to this view the state 
officials would be prohibited from communi- 
cating the information to county assessors 
for the purpose of disclosing sources of per-

Middle West Dealers Urge Supervi- 


sion by Federal Experts. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Ost. 28.—[Special.)—The 
grain men who are gathering from all parts 
of the country to confer with Secretary Houe- 
ton tomorrow on government supervision of 
grading corn, were unable to reach any defi- 
nite arrangement today at a preliminary 
meeting. 

The dealers in the central west,'represent- 
ed largely by delegates from the Chicago and 
Peoria boards of trade, favor federal super- 
vision and not inspection. 

The consumers throughout the west and 
southwest, through their representatives, 
urged strict federal supervision and inspec- 
tion. : 

The middle west dealers do not want the 
question of inspection raised.tomorrow. The 
men from the west ard southwest intend to 
raise It. 

Views of Middle West. 

J. C. F. Merrill and Charles Pierce of Chi- 
cago and W. T. Cornelison of Peoria strongly 
urged federal supervision, with a change in 
the tentative schedule of government grades. 
This change would make the federal No. 3 
corn “ standard’ and give No. 3 corn 19.5 
moisture. 

E. J. Smiley, secretary of the Kansas asso- 
clation, urged the adoption of the govern- 
ment grades along with federal inspection. 
He argued that the changes suggested by the 
Illinois men would give 55 per cent more 
moisture to No. 8 corn than it now has. No.8 
is now graded at 19 per cent moisture, and 
ander the revisea government schedule it 
would be 19.5 per cent. Smiley was support- 
ed by Alfred Brandeis of Louisville, Ky. 


Urges Rigid Inepection. 

H. B. Dorsey of Fort Worth, Tex., repre- 
senting the Texas grain men, declared himself 
unreservedly for federal supervision and in- 
spection. He favors ingpection either at the 
start or the end of a shipment, as the per- 
centage of moisture in corn often changes en 
route. Thus a car of corn shipped from Pe- 
oria may grade 19.5 per cent moisture in 
Peoria and when it reaches Texas may be 
20 per cent. Again, it may dry out and im- 
prove, but this is not often the case. Unless 
there is federal inspection, preferably at the 
start, Dorsey argues, a man may order @ car 
of a certain grade and when it reaches him 
turn it down because the grade has changed 
en route. 

It appears now that because of this division 
among the grain men the secretary of agri- 
culture will do as he pleases on the matter 
of grading and supervision, and force all to 
submit to his decision.
